When the Central Railroad was in 
its infancy the company experienced 
great trouble with certain land-own- 
ers, whose rty had been taken 
by appraisal, at or near Tribe's Hill.

It was usually 
thought the straw business was only a 
seare; but about the first time he at- 
tempted to run through without step- 
ping he fouud a huge boulder in the 
cent ir. Thus matters went on from 
bad to worse; an attempt was made to 
burn one of the compmy's br.dges 
near this village, This was so highly 
criminal, and it was made so hot fer 
some persons that hostilities ceased.

I was told that, though he 
rarely drank wine, he was trusted to 
choose the vintages for the college cel- 
lar. He could admire enthusisstically 
any greatness of action aud character, 
howeyer remote the sphere from his 
oi. Gurwood's ‘ Dispatches of the 
Duke of Wellington’ came out just 
then. Newman had been reading the 
hook, and a friend asked him what he 
thought of it. ‘Think “ he said, it 
makes one burn to have been a sol- 
. He seemed always to be better 
i ed on common topics of conver- 
sation than any one else who was pres- 
ent. He was never condescending 
with us, never dictatic or authorative; 
but what he said earried conviction 
slong with it. When we were wrong, 
he knew why we were wrong, and ex- 
cused out mistakes to ourselves while 
he set us right. Perhaps his supreme 
merit as a talker was that be never 
tried to be witty or 8 striking 
things.  fronical he cou'd be, but not 
ill-natured. Not a malicious anecdote 
was ever heard from him. Prosy he 
could not be. He was lightness itself 
--the lightness of elastic strength 
and he was interesting because he 
never tatked for talking’s sake, but 
because he had something real to say.”

The Sult of Parish vs. Berry Shows the 
Stauding of the Sack in Law. 


Mark Parish, ex-County Clerk, has 
brought suit ia the Justice Court 
against ex-Assemblyman Berry to re- 
cover asum uf money alleged to be due 
to Parish under contract with Berry, 
for naturaliza'ion fees during the cam- 
paign of 1880. After demand made, 
Berry refused to pay the claim, and 
hence the suit. A jury trial will be 
had, and is set fer to-morrow at 10 
v'clock a.m. The history of the fa- 
mous sack of 80 is expected to be set 
out in full during the progress of the 
snit. Following is one of the grounds 
of defense as recited in Lawyer Web- 
ster's answer to plaiotiffs complaint: 

Defendant further answering the 
complaint of plaintiff alleges that he 
is in politics a Democrat, so styled at- 


ter the manner of political designation 


in the matter of party in these United 
States, and in the State of Nevada; 
that he became a candidate in the po- 
litieal contest of 1880 for the honora- 
ble position of Representative from 
the county of Washoe, State of Ne- 
vada, to represent the good people of 
said county of Washoe in the Leyisla- 
tive Assembly of the State for the 
yeer 1881 and during the term of of: 
fice, as by law provided. That during 
the months of September and October 
of said year, 1880, and pending the 
canvass and political contest of said 
year there were sundry and diver- 
persons, subjects of the reigning mon- 
arch of the Kingdom of Italy, who 
were desirous to throw off their alle- 
giance to the said monarch of Italy 
and take upon themselves the duties 
and obligations, together with the 
privileges, of the citizens of the United 
States of America. Amony other of 
the privileges c@ferred by citizenship 
is that of votigg at the elections, State 
and Natioual, provided for by law. 
That these sul)jects of Humbert, now 
reigning monarch of the Kingdom of 
Italy, as well as many others, deem i- 
4 gteat privilege to vote because of 
the ducats very often received by aad 
through the exercise of said right and 
privileze to vote. 

That pending general elections these 

persons and others become anxious to 
renvuuoce their former, and natural al- 
legiance, and becwme naturalized (so 
termed) and receive a certificate of 
American citizenship. 
That duriog the said months of 
September aod October the plaintiff 
then (as defendant is informed) was 
acting Clerk of the Second Judicial 
District Court for the county of 
Washoe, and because thereof was of 
right, sud at law entitled to have and 
to receive fees from every of the 
persons naturalized in said Court be- 
tore receiving their said certificate of 
citizenship. 

That these fees are large and ex- 
ceedingly remunerative for the service 
rendered. And ths plaintiff pending 
said canvass and politieal contest of 
1880, then being under the impres- 
sion and fully persuaded that the con- 
test was a fuir contest, and that there 
was, Or would be a fair “Sack” of 
ducats to pay all expenses incurred, 
and that there would be a Fair distri- 
bution of the ducats from the afore- 
said “Suck,” and thereupon relying, 
did issue, and cause to be is.ued, 
certificates of citizenship to a large 
number of persons, aod without re- 
ceiving therefore the fees allowed by 
law, but, ia truth was relying and did 
rely on the aforesaid Sack“ for his 
money and fees in the matter of said 
certificates, That the plaintiff, as de- 
fendant is informed, failed to receive 
ducats and money sufficient to com- 
peosate him in such sums as the law, 
in such matters, allows for certiticates 
of naturalization, and who now seeks 
to recover from the defendant, whio 
had no “Sack” during said months of 
September and October, or pending 
said canvass, The moneys he had 
reason to believe, and did believe, he 
would receive from the aforesaid Fair 
„Sack.“

W. EK. F. DEAL’S OPINION. 


The Injunc'ion Sait on Saturday Last, 
and Features of the Complaint. 


A prominent citizen of Reno has 
received a letter from W. E. F. Deal, 
Esq., from which the Gazetre quotes 
the following: At the hearing on Sat- 
urday last “the Defendants were 
obliged to amend their answer on ac- 
count of a failure to deny that the 
money in the State School Fund was 
derived from the proceeds of the sale 
of lands under grants from the United 
States Acts of Covgress, July 2, 1802, 
and July 4, 1866. I believed that we 
had put this in issue, but did not wish 
to take any chances in such a matter 
and asked leave to amend, which the 
Court granted, whereupon Mr. Varian, 
ashed for a continuance,to enable him 
to show by Mr. Schooling, that part 
of the School Fuod came frein sales 
under the 90,000-acre grant, and the 
Court granted the continuance. 

When I drew the answer I read the 
complaint to L. L. Crockett, and asked 
bim whether the moncy in the State 
School Fund came from the sale of 
land, as alieged in the complaint, and 
he said it did. I therefore did not 
deny that part of the complaint. The 
Acts of Congress were only mentioned 
by their date, and Mr. Crockett did 
not know at the time that those Acts 
referred to the 90,000-acre grant. 

We prove that pone of the money 
in the State School Fund came from 
sales under the 90,000-acre grant, but 
that all of the moneys from land sales 
under the the last-named graut went 
into a separate fund. I offered to let 
Mr. Varian have until next Saturday 
to introduce evideace, but he declined 
doing so. 

The ouly points in the case are these: 

Ist.— Does the State owe more than 
$300 ,000) 

21.—-Is the taking of money from 
the State School Fund ia violation of 
the State Constitution, ot of the terms 
of the grant made by Congress to the 
State? 

It is claimed by Plaintitf that the 
whole Territorial debt has been paid; 
that, by the Acts of 1877 aud 1879, 
the bonds issued under the Act of 
1871 were called in, paid aud cancell- 
vd, and that no Territorial debt exi-ts 
now, but a State debt of over $300,000. 

I think there can be but 
that the Territurial debt exists now, 
and that there was nothing done to 
wards the payment of the Territoria! 
debt. There was mercly a change of 
bonds to pay it. 

I think there need be no apprehen- 
sion of the result of the suit. 

If it be true that Dr. Clark is at 
the bottom of this proceeding, there 
is one comfort, and that is, that he 
can get no money on his contract, as 
there is no money to pay him, except 
what is taken from the State School 
Fuud, an: it is just as unconstitution 
al to use the money for that purpose 
as it is to build an A ylum with it,”

The fal- 
lowing in an English law newspuper 
does not exaggerate the matter: There 
are certain well koown tirms of s»lici- 
tors who can never be got to render a 
statement; they are perpetually apply- 
ing fur checks on account, and gener. 
ally have the faculty of asking for 
these at some critica! time in th pro- 
cedure, when they kuow the litigant

case may go on. Oirber solicitors 
punish the inquisitiveness of any who 
may wish for a detailed bill of co-ts 
by making it out to an extept vastly 
in exce-s of che round sum originally 
demanded.”

The consequence 
is that the public is robbed, and that 
a comparative feweof the members of 
the legal profession obtain for them- 
selves the chief portion of the spoil, 
while the great bulk of them struggle 
on as best they can. Our legal ex 
changes are filled with discussions on 
lawyer's costs. The community are 
bound to have cheaper justice, if they 
can.
